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| GenTLEMAN, five and fifty years 

of age, had, for three years toge-

nected thoughts, wandring ideas, im-

ſubdued; but, in a few days after, the

in the other arm. A veſicatory was ap-

the end of three months, he was en- 
. tirely recovered of the paralyſis; and 
his nervous ſymptoms were, in gene- 
ral, much alleviated. To brace the ſo- 
lids; and accelerate the blood's motion, 
the cold-bath was adviſed, with the uſe 
of the /treng othening chalybeate drops;
